From the Bishop's Desk 


Outstanding among the events of the past month was the 
conference-retreat for thirty clergy wives at the Bishop’s Ranch. 
For years I have mused upon the privilege of spending several 
days with those who are such a profound influence in the 
lives of our clergy. For in many ways the best apologetic we 
have in the Christian Church is the dramatization of family 
life in which the spirit of the Lord Christ dwells. Moreover, 
I believe it to be demonstrably true that a successful priest can 
sincerely attribute, let us say, sixty-five percent of his usefulness 
to the Church to a thoughtful, devoted wife and mother of 
his children whose personality can so largely reveal the feminine 
virtues that have a close affinity with the ‘fruits of the Spirit’. 

Actually, there were twenty-nine attractive, interested, gay, 
and devoted, women who attended, young and older. Bishop 
Shires and | consider this conference period a mountain-peak 
experience in our ministry. The early morning Eucharists, the 
times of meditation, the long conference-seminar periods that 
passed so quickly, the very interesting expositions of the 
Epistles of St. John, the areas of relaxation with the film- 
strips, not to speak of what I am reluctant to call ‘cow ses- 
sions’, even after lights-out had been sounded,—these all 
combined to make the occasion memorable for all of us. There 
was a frankness of discussion and a spirit of sincerity that 
made the seminars a real contribution to our collective think- 
ing, even on highly debatable subjects that lie rather deeply 
embedded in one’s emotions. Best of all, I suspect, was the 
spirit of fellowship that seemed so instinctive in a group of 
clergy wives who had the privilege of living under one roof, 
eating at a common board, and kneeling about the Altar in 
the Service which is the pledge of our profoundest sense of 
fellowship. . 

It rained vigorously for two days, but even so the Ranch 
was charming. The building is of such size that we were hardly 
conscious of the inclement weather. The last day we saw snow 
on the mountains, especially Mt. St. Helena, which, I am told, 
was formerly a volcano and blew its top eons ago. (Some of 
us have seen the Petrified Forest,—redwood trees covered by 
volcanic ash, now solid stone.) We conferees shall all love 
each other more because we know each other better. I espe- 
cially enjoyed the delightful naivete of the wives of our youthful 
clergy, and the gentle admonitions of those whose maturity 
gave to their judgment the vindication of rich and impressive 
experience. I dare hope we shall be able to have such meetings 
yearly, perhaps even semi-annually, so that in our very much 
enlarged Diocese at least one-half of our clergy wives can 
enjoy the high privilege of ‘such fellowship.

The Faith in the Faith Community 


Evidence is not wanting that a certain confusion exists about 
the Parish Life Conferences which are currently being held in 
all parts of the Diocese. 


Part of this confusion results from the fact that the Con- 
ferences are part of the Leadership Training program of the 
Department of Christian Education, preparatory to the use of 
the “New Curriculum” of the Church, This has led many to 
believe that the Conferences are intended only, or primarily, 
for Church School teachers, and that they deal specifically 
with teaching methods and contents of courses. 


Another source of confusion is ultimately traceable, no doubt, 
to the attempts of those who have attended to tell others about 
what happened. Since the conferences operate largely in the 
ateas of experience and of relationship, it is literally not pos- 
sible to give a coherent account of them to those who have 
not had a comparable experience. 


This is not to say that nothing definite or concrete is dealt 
with. There is. The Parish Life Conference attempts, and testi- 
mony is widespread that it succeeds, in communicating the 
Faith to laymen. But, at the same time, a remarkable demon- 
stration is provided of the possibility of living that Faith in 
the Faith-community. And it is this latter which is both the 
unique contribution of the Conference and the source of frus- 
tration when it comes to describing ict. 


Perhaps the best way of assessing the Parish Life Confer- 
ence is to look at its fruits, as manifested in the attitudes of 
those who have shared the experience. 


Preemiaently, there is a sense of humility, born of an aware- 
ness of the real function of the Church, which is to mediate 
the saving love of God to perishing men. Closely linked to 
this humility is penitence for the degree to which parish life 
has obscured or obliterated this task and a discontent with 
activities and attitudes which perpetuate a lower concept of 
the Church’s task. 


Secondly, there is a willingness to be used. With a new and 
sympathetic appreciation of the magnitude and complexity of 
the priest’s task in the Christian community, often borne alone 
among those who do not understand what he is trying to do, 
conferees are eager to offer themselves for service, under their 
pastor’s direction, in areas in which laymen can properly and 
effectively supplement his efforts or relieve him of them. 


Thirdly, there is an avid desire for further growth and en- 
lightenment. Brief though it is, the Conference succeeds in 
showing men that the Faith is relevant to their basic needs, 
and in awakening a hunger for the facts and resources of re- 
ligion as indispensable to their soul’s health. 

To have a corps of laymen imbued with this spirit is the 
fondest desire of most clergy. The Parish Life Conference has 
amply demonstrated its ability, under God, to produce such a 
group in every parish which participates in the program.

Space does not permit me to write about her 
what is in my heart. One’s life is his eulogy. I will treasure her 
memory as I was proud of her friendship. She lives on notably 
here in San Francisco in the service of her daughter Dorothy, 
who serves on our Diocesan staff, and the Coveys, who have 
done so much to stabilize the fascinating work at St. Aidan’s. 


Of course, the Bishop’s tea is ever a high day in my life. 
With the help of dear friends it is possible for me to entertain 
nearly two hundred people on the evening before the Con- 
vention. Newcomers in the diocesan family telescope into one 
hour acquaintances that might elude them for months and 
even years. The Convention begins unofficially in an atmos- 
phere of gay friendliness and warm friendship. We certainly 
are a vindication of the aphorism of the mountain-woman who 
said laconically, ‘‘Eatin’s helps meetin’s.” 

It is difficult to review a Diocesan Convention when one 
spends almost all of the time in the Chair. Perhaps it is a 
natural weakness for those who hold executive office to idealize. 
Still, an unusually large number of our delegates have com- 
mented favorably on the Convention. First of all, the weather 
was nearly ideal and the diocesan dinner maintained a high 
level of addresses and fellowship. The credit here certainly 
belongs to Bishop Shires. 


Everyone is bound to be a little tense in General Conven- 
tion year and especially with the prospect of a trip to Honolulu. 
With no shadow of personal reference, I am still troubled 
about the “sudden death” second ballot. I hope the Convoca- 
tions will discuss this matter thoroughly and objectively. No 
voting system is ideal, but the present arrangement is so 
heavily weighted on the side of the lay vote that the whole 
method justifies some rethinking. So much for that! 


What charms me about our Convention is the excellent spirit 
that dominates this large gathering. There is a graciousness 


and a courtesy in our deliberations and procedures that im-.

The Clergy-W ives Speak 


By One or THEM 


“My soul! We don’t convert our congregations; we create 
them!” exclaimed one woman as the twenty-six clergy-wives 
continued introducing themselves and stating how many chil- 
dren they had—five, four, four, four, four. 

Bishop Block and Bishop and Mrs. Shires were hosts to the 
clergy wives of the Diocese of California for a conference at 
El Rancho del Obispo from Monday, January 17th through 
the following Thursday. The wives hope it will become an 
annual occasion. The husbands, although recovering from their 
four days of getting to know their children, may not be so 
quick to say again, “Nothing should keep you from going to 
this, dear. I'll manage all right with the children.” | 

The wives found it most rewarding—Bishop Block’s warm 
and human, deeply penetrating, meditations; Bishop Shires’ 
pithy Bible studies and his excellent choices of slides for 
the evening entertainment; Mrs. Shires’ reminiscences of the 
three boys’ basketball teams she refereed for, every week, year in 
and year out; Mrs. Whiston’s quiet humor and inner glow 
as she answered most questions with, “just use common sense,” 
or, “Keep your sense of humor.” 

Each morning there was a discussion period dealing with 
questions previously submitted. After frank and open dis- 
cussion on all questions, from strong drink and pouring tea, 
to parish calling and the advisability of wives counselling, it 
may be said that there was unanimity on only two questions: 
no artificial standards for “P. K.’s” (preachers’ kids), and, a 
wife’s spiritual life is her own! 

Should alcoholic beverages be served in the rectory; and 
what about drinking in other people’s homes? Dead silence. 
And then, gathering momentum with Bishop Block’s gentle 
needling, the discussion finally became one of the most ex- 
tensive. It was finally agreed that because of the radical changes 
in drinking habits in America, and because of the alarming 
increase of alcoholism, the whole matter should be studied 
afresh and given prayerful consideration by each clergyman 
and his wife. 

Lively discussion centered around the desirable extent of a 
wife’s participation in parish activities. It was pretty well the 
concensus that as little office-holding as possible was healthy; 
however, it was pointed out by several,—whose husbands have 
new, small missions,—that there often were not enough women 
who were familiar with the Episcopal organizations, such as, 
for instance, the modern Woman’s Auxiliary patterned along 
national and diocesan lines. It was agreed that the clergy-wife 
should then hold office temporarily, all the while encouraging 
other women to attend diocesan workshops and to read the 
material put out for guidance of various officers and chairmen. 


Apposite the question of doing too much Church work was 
another, “How much community work?” Carrying Chris- 
tianity into the market place, or rather into the PTA meeting, 
serving on hospital boards, auxiliaries, and the like, were con- 
sidered MUSTS by most. Bishop Block summed it up, “We 
cannot become spiritual cocoons.” 

How much “food money” should be spent for baby-sitters 
while clergy-wives attend Church services and meetings? Bishop 
Block expressed surprise that this was a problem because he 
fele sure that there were many women in congregations who 
would be glad to render this service to the vicar’s or rector’s 
wife if the need were made known to them. (Hereby, women 
of the Diocese, ye are besought by the Bishop to offer this 
service!) 

Should the parson’s wife take part in parochial controversy? 
No; she must try to live above parish difficulties and must not 
take sides among parishioners. Of course, she must stand up 
for her convictions and principles; but not engage in per- 
sonalities. 

Most wives agreed that they should not go calling with their 
husbands, as it might prevent persons from bringing up some 
problem which they might otherwise wish to discuss with the 
rector. However, several said they often accompanied their 
husbands on “first calls” to newcomers, which are more in the 
nature of a social call. On this, as on practically all the ques- 
tions, it was pointed out that any general answer implies ex- 

There was no solution as to how to let every one see the 
rectory and yet have each member of the congregation receive 
a personal invitation. Inviting members by sections of the 
alphabet, annual teas for newcomers, and persistent efforts to 
have small groups in, were the tried and true ones. 

Proportionate giving? Almost 100 per cent of the clergy 
families do. 


Apparently, a desire on the part of laymen to take over 
redecorating of the rectory or vicarage is passe. Praise be! 
Throughout the diocese the incumbent and his wife are being 
treated as the laymen themselves would like to be treated— 
are being consulted and often given free rein. Of course, re- 
modelling and building plans have to be gone over with the 
vestry or Bishop’s Committee. 

To make the otherwise free and easy atmosphere of the 
Conference have a little air of officialdom four reporters were 
appointed the first morning. It was decided to send copies of 
the findings, as reported the final morning, to the wives not 
ptesent and also to the seminary wives. 


Congratulations Upon a Successful Convention 
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National Council Issues 
Statement on Segregation 


The National Council of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church dis- 
tributed in February a fifty-one 
page report on the Supreme 
Court’s decision against -segre- 
gation in the public schools, 
commending the analysis to two 
million Episcopalians for study 
and action. The core of the re- 
port, entitled “Just, Right, and 
Necessary”, is a six-page state- 
ment of guiding principles, 
which outlines the Christian doc- 
trines underlying the Court’s de- 
cision and sets forth policies and 
suggestions for implementing 


The. report, which was first 
presented to the National Coun- 
cil last December, was prepared 
in answer to a Council request 
in October. Members of the Di- 
vision of Christian Citizenship 
_ of the Council, in consultation 
_ with twelve clergy and laymen 
from the South, summarized the 
national reactions to the decision 
by civic and Church groups, as 
well as by newspapers and 
schools, and related the Court 
Citation _to scriptural text. They 
concluded: “The Court’s ruling 
is mofe than a matter of law 
and order; it is also a matter of 
religious faith and democratic 
principles. Among all these vital 
aspects, the religious and moral 
are primary. They are more 
fundamental than law or politi- 
cal convention. Our attitude to- 
ward this decision reveals our 
real belief about God, about our- 
selves, and about all mankind.” 


In its unanimous approval of 
the report, the National Council 
especially commended its con- 
tents to all bishops of the 
Church, deans of seminaries, 
trustees of Church-affiliated edu- 
cational institutions, and dioc- 
esan and provincial officers.

Connecticut Rector

Appointment 

The Rev. J. Gilbert Baker, 
rector of Christ Church in Guil- 
ford, Conn., will become Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Overseas 
Council of the Church of Eng- 
land Assembly this Spring. His 
appointment comes at the invita- 
tion of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury. 

The Council, under the chair- 
manship of the Bishop of Liver- 
pool, includes leaders of the 
twelve missionary societies of the 
Church of England and works to 
achieve maximum cooperation 
between the societies and to pro- 
mote missionary interest and 
giving within the Church. _ 

The Rev. Mr. Baker, a former 
missionary in China, will also 
take charge of St. Nicholas’ Cole- 
Abbey Church in London, which, 
when restored, will be a focal 
center for missionary work. He 
will be one of two secretaries of 
the Advisory Council on Mis- 
sionary Strategy for the Anglican 
Communion, 


Eastern Diocese And 
A.A. Cooperate 


The Diocese of Maryland and 
“Alcoholics Anonymous” opened 
a rehabilitation center for alco- 
holics, early in February, the 


start of a one-year, joint, experi- 


mental project. 

Valley House, an eleven-room 
dwelling in downtown Balti- 
more, will give residence for a 
limited time to chronic alco- 
holics, who, upon release from 
hospitals or penal institutions, 
show sincere desire for recovery. 
The home will be operated by a 
member of “Alcoholics Anony- 
mous” in cooperation with the 
Department of Christian Social 
Relations of the Maryland dio- 
cese. 


National Church 
Reports Banner Year 


Contributions to the national 
and overseas missionary program 
of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in 1954 totaled $4,917,- 
$25.86, surpassing expectations 
by $62,872.86 and marking the 
largest payment on expectations 
in the modern history of the 
Church budget. 

Ninety-eight of ninety-nine 
dioceses and missionary districts 
of the Church paid in full their 
expected contributions to the 
support of the Church’s General 
Program. 

In 1954 more dioceses and dis- 
tricts than ever before accepted 
expectancies that were equal to, 
or, in thirteen cases, greater than, 
the quotas mathematically as- 
signed to them on the basis of 
the average expenses of their 
parishes and missions over a cur- 
rent three-year period. Only 
nineteen of the ninety-nine con- 
tinued to have expectancies 
amounting to less than their 
mathematical quotas, 

Thus, not only did an unprec- 
edented number of dioceses and 
missionary districts meet their 
expectancies; eighty-two also 
met or surpassed their quotas. 
On that honor roll is every dio- 
cese and missi district in 
Provinces VII and VIII (South- 
west and Pacific provinces).

In 1954, the 
first year of the experimental 
project, the Division of College 
Work of National Council of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church 
was able to. place two graduates 
in overseas missionary work, two

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and one in the Christian-educa- 
tion field.

After one, or a maximum 
of two, years of apprenticeship 
in the mission field, a parish, or 
college campus, the young 
woman may understake the addi- 
tional academic training neces- 
saty for professional status of 
leave this type of work.

CONCLUSION 


GOD'S LOVE IN CHRIST 

But God will not force man’s loyalty nor obedience. The life 
of Jesus Christ shows how God allows Himself to be crowded 
out of the world on to the Cross, if thereby He might save 
men. And that is how He saves us. In Jesus Christ the Divine 
Nature is not seen in its naked splendour; it is seen only as 
mediated through manhood. And that nute works, not by 
titanic power, but in love and reverence for every life. His 
human nature is the instrument through which God’s love and 
man’s possibilities are seen. The proud world beat itself out 
upon Him unto death, but failed to separate man from God 
in Him. 

DELIVERANCE 

So the Gospel of Salvation in Jesus Christ is first and fore- 
most a deliverance from sin. In Christ we can come back to 
God; in Christ we can live in God. Though the world takes 
no account of this today, yet it is the truth about the world 
and the action of the love of God. This Gospel goes deeper than 
any other mankind knows. It goes to the root cause of human 
woe: to man’s selfishness, pride, anxiety, and despair. It claims 
to deliver man from sin, to restore him to fellowship with 
God, in which fellowship is eternal life. This battle with sin, 
Jesus conducted in Himself unto death. His death is the final 
act of love, His reverence for men, so that He loves them to 
the uttermost, even while they crucify Him. 

Many have been puzzled by the emphasis on the death of 
Christ. But the self-offering of Jesus could not be complete 


- until He had carried it into that “leap into the dark” which 


we call death; until He had prayed, ‘“‘Father into Thy hands I 
commend my Spirit’. In a sinful world self-surrender reaches 
its climax in the acceptance of death as God’s will. Salvation, 


thus, is an objective fact. On the Cross something was ac- 


complished, something done. This has Jesus Christ done for us. 
And as our final salvation is attained in the moment when our 
self-surrender is complete, our death is as important for us as 
His was for Him. No wonder we pray lest any pain of death 
may cause us to fall from Him. Thus, death has a religious 
value. It can be the outward and visible sign of a completed 
offering of life to God. But it is not the physical death itself as 
such but the surrendered will which accepts death that gives 
value to the sign. 

Apart from the surrendered will, death is merely the capital 
punishment which oliness claims from sin. Physical death, 
thus, can be an ambiguous thing. It can represent the end of a 
life-process, wich may be on the one hand the sacrifice which 
issues in eternal life; or, on the other hand, the destruction, 
which is man’s final condemnation. The law death symbolizes 
is the fact that for each soul there must come an end to both 
chronos and kairos, both to time and to opportunity; and if, 
to the very end, the soul uses its freedom to reject God and sal- 
vation, then even God cannot save it. 


THE PROBLEM OF COMMUNICATION 
I have tried to set out briefly the meaning and manner of 
salvation for the individual. How heavy a task, then, lies on 
the Church, of presenting the salvation to a world of men 
strong in their achievements, unconscious of the need for God 


and in danger of destroying themselves both in time and in 


eternity. It is an urgent task. Obviously, merely to preach in 


words will not today communicate the Gospel to men. And 
yet, immense attention must be given to preaching. It is almost 
certain that part of what I have said to you today, in the lan- 
guage used, would be unintelligible to the man in the street. 

The eagerness with which the ordinary man grasps at modern 
versions of the Bible is clear evidence there is a hunger for the 
good news. Even so, he cannot see that it has anything to do » 
with his life. 

Our contemporaries have very little sense of history. it doesn’t 
mean anything to them. Even the conditions of life 50 years 
ago have no relation to lives as they are lived today. To the 
ordinary man it is not religion that has turned the world 
upside down but science. 

Also, we have reached a far-advanced stage of individualism. 
The solidarity of mankind is not a reality today. But the mean- 
ing of the death of Jesus is linked with that. It concerns every 
man, but also all men in relationship. In the context of today 
Jesus is just an individual who lived and died 2,000 years ago. 
What connections can He have with men today? 

It is very clear that we need to train men to minister and 
to preach with this environment before them. The preacher 
needs to know his world as well as his Gospel. And he needs 
to be able.to preach in parables that express the other-worldly 
in terms of the world of today, to do, in fact, what Jesus 
Christ did to the people of His’ generation. But, more than 
that, even the man in the ministry needs to be not only a man 
of deep learning and wide reading, but of insight and sympathy; 
and, above all, to be an apostolic man, filled with the Spirit, 
bringing men into touch with a living contemporary power. 
Then can he begin to solve the problem of communication. 

But, even then, will such men persuade their fellows to come 
and listen? The burden lies not on the clergy alone. When, in 
history, prophecy had faded away and the spoken word availed _ 
not, the ‘Word was made flesh”. The Incarnation was action, 
an action which made words possible. “He came where he was.” 
Christ entered man’s situation. He plunged Himself into the 
life of the godless world, seeing the power of evil, loving men 
despite the evil in them, serving men despite ingratitude, mix- 
ing with men despite hate and misunderstanding, never allow- 
ing evil to enter His life, but allowing it to work its deadly 
results on His life even to death. 

“The third day He rose again from the dead.” The death of 
Christ on the Cross was the re-creation of man, not just its 
prior condition. Our representative, He paid our debt-of death, 
He won the victory over our foes..He saves us; even though . 
the fruits of that victory must still be produced in us by grace 
as we live in Him. The strategic battle was won by Him and 
evil overthrown, but it is still active until God’s “V” day 
shall come. And because evil is still active, the Church has 
a task as the Body of Christ to “fill up that which is lacking 
in the sufferings of Christ”. She must be active to evangelize, 
to bring salvation to the men of our time. As was said earlier, 
it is an individualist age, and yet it is a collectivist age. Men 
seek a refuge. — 

COMMUNITY AS COMMUNICATION 

The problem of communication is not only, then, a problem 
of technique in preaching, but also of providing a living com- 
munity through which Christ can work. In the first century, 
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when lonely and embittered men came near the Church, they 
were met by a community, a new society growing up beneath 
the society of the Empire and compacted with a new quality 
of life. Churchmen need to know that “to be a Christian today 
is not just to be attached to Christ as an individual but to be 
‘in Christ;’”” that is, to be in His Church as a living, active, 
worshipping, and witnessing member. “The Christian Society 
is, in its measure and in its place in the divine order, to be the 
Christ.” (Bishop S. Neill, Te Christian Society, p. 19.) 
The Anglican Communion needs to make this kind of com- 
munity a reality. The Word must take flesh here and now. And 
to this end the Church must, says Bishop Neill, manifest cer- 
tain principles. 

“The basis of its life must be that supreme respect for Siaendn 
personality which was characteristic at all times of the ministry 
of Jesus. He showed this respect by His attitude to all, even 
the must degraded. He made it plain that He regarded every 
individual as of infinite value just because each was potentially 
a son of God.” He wanted them. He loved them. A key word 
for Him was “neighbor”. We need to discover again the mean- 
ing of “our neighbor”’. 

Our world breaks personal relations. It classifies men and 
we know them by group names and not as brothers for whom 
Christ died. The desperate illness of our time is that men do 
not know how to receive love from God or from each other. 
The coinage has been debased and men do not believe in love. 
The love of God only becomes possible to men who know they 
are loved. That is the task of every congregation; to become 
a body which reaches out arms of love to every man. 


The Holy Spirit through prayer can alone make this come 
true. Humanly speaking, it is impossible, but not with God. 

A second principle is this. Every man is,free to say “No!” to 
Jesus Christ and to His Church. God does not compel. Even 
the Twelve can go away if they wish. But “those who yield 
themselves to the service of the new society must do so without 
reservation and without compromise. The only way to receive 
Jesus Christ is to yield to Him just such obedience as He 
yielded to God. Never in history has any leader made so abso- 
lute a claim on the loyalty of His followers. Nothing can 
come between them and their loyalty to the cause. There is 
something terrifying in the hardness and sterness with which 


- the demand is reiterated. It is through those who have fully 


accepted the conditions that the Church lives on.” 

_ How do we of the Anglican Communion measure up to the 
standard Jesus asked of the first disciples? What depth of con- 
secration do we ask in His Name of those who occupy office, 
high or low, within our Communion, and of those who claim 
Church membership? What do we ask to those who come to 
be confirmed? How often is Confirmation a sacrament of con- 
version? How many of those who ask the Church’s blessing 
on their’ marriage are tested as to their loyalty to Him whose 
blessing they ask? We may have much to learn from the seven 
Churches of Asia, all of which perished off the face of the 
earth. 

The sterness of standard is demanded of our members by the 
intensity of the battle we have to fight. We are not just an 
ark, but a battleship in the spiritual realm, Is it possible we 
Anplicans have not a sufficiently keen realization of the evil 
forces deployed against mankind, of the corruption that is in 
the world through lust, pride and passion, power and greed? 
We have emphasized so deeply the wonder of the Incarnation 
—have we sufficiently the Glory of the Cross? 

You will remember the words of Archbishop Temple, “if any 
man can say truly ‘I live yet not I but Christ liveth in me’, 
he is saved. And this alone is salvation. Consequently, for the 
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man as yet unsaved the essential need is conversion, a change 
in the direction of his life.” We need to ponder these things, 
for in our deep and true belief in God giving His grace 
through the Sacraments we are not always careful to realize 
the human response of repentance and faith required. As our 
Prayer Book seems to do, we take it for granted that all our 
people are either converted or have no need for conversion. Do 
we not need, together with an emphasis on the Sacraments, a 
deep emphasis on justification by faith? Lacking this balance 
we have a weakness in our witness, and a depth of complacency. 

Are our Churches ever shaken by the power of prayer within 
them, and the stirring of the Holy Spirit? The utter dedication 
of each to Christ in His Church will mean the birth of com- 
munity. At present, for the most part, we are many individuals 
making each his Communion on Sundays and going his way. 
But it is not “my” Communion, but “ours”. Given this sense 
we become a family. Such a family through common actions, 
such as an evangelistic mission, or a community center, can 
and does attract the outsider, for fellowship brings in the 
lonely, and visitation by groups, not just individuals, makes 


real to men the love of the Body of Christ. 


THE WITNESS OF THE INDIVIDUAL 

But the witness of the Body is not only the witness of the 
congregation as a whole through its worship and love, but also 
the witness of the individual members. The Anglican Com- 
munion has ever been weak in this side of its life. Witness has 
been left largely to the clergy, whereas the laity have been 
thought of as passengers. Yet they are in the world to witness 
for God to the world; and their influence, day by day, in their 
several callings, or in the public offices, will be a means of com- 
munication of the Gospel of Salvation to their fellows, if in 
these callings they live as Christ’s men, if they show, as Jacques 
Ellul has it, a Christian’s “Style of life”. 

For it is largely true of the Christian community that our 
religious observances are an adjunct to lives which take their 
standards and patterns from our social class and our environ- 
ment. It is not always our spiritual relationship with Christ, 
which fashions our style of life. 

But it must be, if in this strange world of today with its 
mingled arrogance and. fears, its self-assertion and loneliness, 
the Church by its witness is to reverse human value and open 
doors for the coming of the Kingdom of God in the affairs of 
men. 

We bishops, clergy, and people, must know this salvation as 
St. Paul knew it, we must know what it is to die with Christ 
and rise to newness of life, and to live under the guardian of 
the “peace of God which passeth all understanding”. For we are 
His witnesses. 
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Three Missions, 
One Parish Received 
By Convention 

The 105th Annual Convention 
of the Diocese of California met 
in Grace Cathedral, San Fran- 
cisco, on February 1st and 2nd, 
under the presidency of Bishop 
Karl Morgan Block, diocesan. 

Three new congregations were 
admitted into union with the 
Convention as organized mis- 
sions: St. Mark’s, Santa Clara; 
St. Aidan’s, San Francisco; and 
St. Aidan’s, Bolinas. The first 
two of these began to hold 
services in October of 1954. The 
Bolinas mission has been in ex- 
istence fot two years as a preach- 
ing station in what is primarily 
a resort town in Marin County, 
north of the Golden Gate. St. 
Aidan’s, San Francisco, occupies 
a building, and perpetuates the 
name, of a congregation of the 


_~Gatholic Apostolic (Irvingite) 


Church, a building. given to the 
Diocese eighteen months ago by 
the international authorities of 
that body. 

One organized mission, St. 
Michae! and All Angels’, Con- 
cord, was received into union as 
a parish. Established in 1946 as 
a mission of nearby St. Paul’s, 
Walnut Creek, the people of the 
mission built a parish hall and 
chapel, largely with their own 
hands, in 1949. Two wings have 
since been built to accommodate 
the growing congregation, which 
now numbers 425 communi- 
cants, with 275 enrolled in the 
Church School. The Rev. Philip 
J. Daunton, Th.D., the third 
vicar, has been elected first 
rector. 

A record budget of almost a 
quarter of a million dollars was 

by the Convention, of 
which $181,680 was for the 
Church’s Program, including ac- 
ceptance of the National Church's 
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The Annual Meeting 
Of the Diocesan 
Woman’s Auxiliary 
“What happens in a parish 
when all the members begin put- 
ting God, rather than different 
organizations or individuals, in 
the center? . . . The machinery, 
the committee meetings, church- 
building programs, bazaars, are 
all the superstructure .. . If 
each member uses his talents and 
capabilities for God, unity will 
come.” 


Thus did Mrs. Theodore O. 
Wedel speak about unity in the 
parish at the 75th Annual Meet- 
ing of the diocesan Woman's 
Auxiliary. (Could she have had 
a preview of an article in Feb- 
ruary 6th issue of Episcopal 
Churchnews, “The True Func- 
tion of a Christian Church”, by 
Dr. John Heuss of Trinity Par- 
ish, New York?) 


Mrs. Wedel’s second point was 
unity between Churches, and 
she was most optimistic. She re- 
minded her hearers that division 
and denominationalism had been 
growing for over a thousand 
years, and now, suddenly, within 
the past forty years the tide has 
turned.

Two keys on a clip,—one ob- 
viously a key for a safe-deposit 
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when lonely and embittered men came near the Church, they 
were met by a community, a new society growing up beneath 
the society of the Empire and compacted with a new quality 
of life. Churchmen need to know that “‘to be a Christian today 
is not just to be attached to Christ as an individual but to be 
‘in Christ;”” that is, to be in His Church as a living, sctive, 
worshipping, and witnessing member. “The Christian Society 
is, in its measure and in its place in the divine order, to be the 
Christ.” (Bishop S. Neill, Te Christian Society, p. 19.) 
The Anglican Communion needs to make this kind of com- 
munity a reality. The Word must take flesh here and now. And 
to this end the Church must, says Bishop Neill, manifest cer- 
tain principles. 

“The basis of its life must be that supreme respect for — 
personality which was characteristic at all times of the ministry 
of Jesus. He showed this respect by His attitude to all, even 
the most degraded. He made it plain that He regarded every 
individual as of infinite value just because each was potentially 
a son of God.” He wanted them. He loved them. A key word 
for Him was “neighbor”. We need to discover again the mean- 
ing of “our neighbor”. 

Our world breaks personal relations. It classifies men and 
we know them by group names and not as brothers for whom 
Christ died. The desperate illness of our time is that men do 
not know how to receive love from God or from each other. 
The coinage has been debased and men do not believe in love. 
The love of God only becomes possible to men who know they 
are loved. That is the task of every congregation; to become 
a body which reaches out arms of love tc every man. 


The Holy Spirit through prayer can alone make this come 
true. Humanly speaking, it is impossible, but not with God. 

A second principle is this. Every man is.free to say “No!” to 
Jesus Christ and to His Church. God does not compel. Even 
the Twelve can go away if they wish. But “those who yield 
themselves to the service of the new society must do so without 
reservation and without compromise. The only way to receive 
Jesus Christ is to yield to Him just such obedience as He 
yielded to God. Never in history has any leader made so abso- 
lute a claim on the loyalty of His followers. Nothing can 
come between them and their loyalty to the cause. There is 
something terrifying in the hardness and sterness with which 


_ the demand is reiterated. It is through those who have fully 


accepted the conditions that the Church lives on.” 
- How do we of the Anglican Communion measure up to the 
standard Jesus asked of the first disciples? What depth of con- 
secration do we ask in His Name of those who occupy office, 
high or low, within our Communion, and of those who claim 
Church membership? What do we ask to those who come to 
be confirmed? How often is Confirmation a sacrament of con- 
version? How many of those who ask the Church’s blessing 
on their*marriage are tested as to their loyalty to Him whose 
blessing they ask? We may have much to learn from the seven 
Churches of Asia, all of which perished off the face of the 

The sterness of standard is demanded of our members by the 
intensity of the battle we have to fight. We are not just an 
ark, but a battleship in the spiritual realm, Is it possible we 
Anplicans have not a sufficiently keen realization of the evil 
forces deployed against mankind, of the corruption that is in 
the world through lust, pride and passion, power and greed? 
We have emphasized so deeply the wonder of the Incarnation 
—have we sufficiently the Glory of the Cross? 

You will remember the words of Archbishop Temple, “if any 
man can say truly ‘I live yet not I but Christ liveth in ie’, 
he is saved. And this alone is salvation. Consequently, for the 
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man as yet unsaved the essential need is conversion, a change 
in the direction of his life.” We need to ponder these things, 
for in our deep and true belief in God giving His grace 
through the Sacraments we are not always careful to realize 
the human response of repentance and faith required. As our 
Prayer Book seems to do, we take it for granted that all our 
people are either converted or have no need for conversion. Do 
we not need, together with an emphasis on the Sacraments, a 
deep emphasis on justification by faith? Lacking this balance 
we have a weakness in our witness, and a depth of complacency. 

Are our Churches ever shaken by the power of prayer within 
them, and the stirring of the Holy Spirit? The utter dedication 
of each to Christ in His Church will mean the birth of com- 
munity. At present, for the most part, we are many individuals 
making each his Communion on Sundays and going his way. 
But it is not “my” Communion, but “ours”. Given this sense 
we become a family. Such a family through common actions, 
such as an evangelistic mission, or a community center, can 
and does attract the outsider, for fellowship brings in the 
lonely, and visitation by groups, not just individuals, makes 


real to men the love of the Body of Christ. 


THE WITNESS OF THE INDIVIDUAL 

But the witness of the Body is not only the witness of the 
congregation as a whole through its worship and love, but also 
the witness of the individual members. The Anglican Com- 
munion has ever been weak in this side of its life. Witness has 
been left largely to the clergy, whereas the laity have been 
thought of as passengers. Yet they are in the world to witness 
for God to the world; and their influence, day by day, in their 
several callings, or in the public offices, will be a means of com- 
munication of the Gospel of Salvation to their fellows, if in 
these callings they live as Christ’s men, if they show, as Jacques 
Ellul has it, a Christian’s “Style of life’. 

For it is largely true of the Christian community that our 
religious observances are an adjunct to lives which take their 
standards and patterns from our social class and our environ- 
ment. It is not always our spiritual relationship with Christ, 
which fashions our style of life. 

But it must be, if in this strange world of today with its 
mingled arrogance and. fears, its self-assertion and loneliness, 
the Church by its witness is to reverse human value and open 
doors for the coming of the Kingdom of God in the affairs of 
men. 

We bishops, clergy, and people, must know this salvation as 
St. Paul knew it, we must know what it is to die with Christ 
and rise to newness of life, and to live under the guardian of 
the ‘“‘peace of God which passeth all understanding”. For we are 
His witnesses. 
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Three Missions, 
One Parish Received 
By Convention 

The 105th Annual Convention 
of the Diocese of California met 
in Grace Cathedral, San Fran- 
cisco, on February 1st and 2nd, 
under the presidency of Bishop 
Karl Morgan Block, diocesan. 

Three new congregations were 
admitted into union with the 
Convention as organized mis- 
sions: St. Mark’s, Santa Clara; 
St. Aidan’s, San Francisco; and 
St. Aidan’s, Bolinas. The first 
two of these began to hold 
services in October of 1954. The 
Bolinas mission has been in ex- 
istence fot two years as a preach- 
ing station in what is primarily 
a fesort town in Marin County, 
north of the Golden Gate. St. 
Aidan’s, San Francisco, occupies 
a building, and perpetuates the 
name, of a congregation of the 


_Gatholic Apostolic (Irvingite) 


Church, a building. given to the 
Diocese eighteen months ago by 
the international authorities of 
that body. 

One organized mission, Sct. 
Michael and All Angels’, Con- 
cord, was received into union as 
a parish. Established in 1946 as 
a mission of nearby St. Paul’s, 
Walnut Creek, the people of the 
mission built a parish hall and 
chapel, largely with their own 
hands, in 1949. Two wings have 
since been built to accommodate 
the growing congregation, which 
now numbers 425 communi- 
cants, with 275 enrolled in the 
Church School. The Rev. Philip 
J. Daunton, Th.D., the third 
vicar, has been elected first 
rector. 

A tecord budget of almost a

“The average clergyman is a

the United Presbyterian, and the 
Protestant Episcopal— which 
show that in the period between 
1939, the “norm” year, and the 
present, the average Congrega- 
tional minister’s salary rose from 
$1,769 to $3,313—but his “real” 
salary in terms of what the 1939 
dollar could buy suffered an an- 
nual drop of $35. Likewise with 
the other two communions sur- 
veyed. Fifteen years ago a pastor 
of the United Presbyterian 
Church received $1,979 a year. 
In 1952 he was paid $3,709— 
for a “real” salary drop of $38. 
The average Episcopal rector was 
paid $2,725 in 1939. His latest 
annual salary is reported at 
$4,391—a yearly purchasing 
power loss of $427. (Episcopal 
statistics include estimated value 
of furnished housing. ) 


These average salaries appear 
to reflect a situation prevailing 
among non-Roman Churches in 
the U. S. as it affects most of 
the 187,000 pastors in active 
charge of a church. (There are 
287,000 non-Roman clergy, out 
of a national total of 338,000 for 
all faiths. )

The trend in clerical incomes 
runs counter to all other impor- 
tant trends in the nation’s reli- 
gious life, the Yearbook shows. 
In the last 15 years Church mem- 
bership has gone up to 59.5 per 
cent of the whole population— 
from a 1939 level of under 49 
percent. In Protestant, Anglican, 
and Eastern Orthodox churches 
alone, members are giving cash 
support to the extent of $1,401,- 
000,000 a year—at a per-mem- 
ber rate of $42 last year, com- 
pared with $13 in 1939. 

In other areas the story is the 
same. Church building is at an 
all-time annual peak of close 
to $500,000,000,—ten times as 
much as in 1939, Places of wor- 
ship are more numerous than 
ever, the total standing at close 
to 300,000,—up 1.5 per cent 
from last year. Sunday School 
enrollments have climbed to 35,- 
389,466, or 22 percent of the 
entire population,—8.1 per cent 
increase Over the previous year. 

But the glaring exception to 
this picture remains—the pro- 
gressively shrinking purchasing 
power of the clergyman him- 
self. Only farmers and restaurant 
waiters are shown to earn sig- 
nificantly less than ministers.

CHURCHMAN 


New York Diocese 
Gets Million Dollar Gift 


Myron C. Taylor, whose mis- 
sion during the 1940s as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s envoy to the 
Vatican was criticized by some 
Protestants, in January gave 
$1,000,000 to the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

The gift to the church’s New 
York diocese by Taylor and his 
wife, Anabel, was announced by 
the Rt. Rev. Horace W. B. Don- 
egan, Bishop of New York. 

It is to be used to build and 
maintain a diocesan center on six 
acres of Taylor’s 20-acre Long 
Island estate, Killingworth. The 
center will include facilities for 
religious conferences and re- 
treats. 

Taylor, an industrialist and 
financier, served for ten years— 
both under the late President 
Roosevelt and former President 
Truman—as the President’s per- 
sonal representative to the 
Roman Catholic Pontiff. 

Taylor himself, an Episcopa- 
lian, never took any part in the 
Roman-Catholic-Protestant con- 
troversy that swirled around his 
assignment. But after his retire- 
ment, he said of Pope Pius XII: 

“An outspoken and courage- 
ous leader of all men believing 
in God and human liberty.”

“No one would ever enter the 
ministry because of material re- 
wards,” he continued, “but today 
it appears that the purchasing 
power of the minister’s salary 
has reached a low point, and the 
only way he can get relief is 
through action by his own pa- 
rishioners.” 

The 1955 edition of the Year- 
book, just published, gives fig- 
utes from a survey of ministers’ 
salaries in three Church bodies 
—the Congregational Christian,

the United Presbyterian, and the 
Protestant Episcopal—which 
show that in the period between 
1939, the “norm” year, and the 
present, the average Congrega- 
tional minister’s salary rose from 
$1,769 to $3,313—but his “real” 
salary in terms of what the 1939 
dollar could buy suffered an an- 
nual drop of $35. Likewise with 
the other two communions sur- 
veyed. Fifteen years ago a pastor 
of the United Presbyterian 
Church received $1,979 a year. 
In 1952 he was paid $3,709— 
for a “real” salary drop of $38. 
The average Episcopal rector was 
paid $2,725 in 1939. His latest 
annual salary is reported at 
$4,391—-a yearly purchasing 
power loss of $427. (Episcopal 
statistics include estimated value 
of furnished housing. ) 


These average salaries appear 
to reflect a situation prevailing 
among non-Roman Churches in 
the U. S. as it affects most of 
the 187,000 pastors in active 
charge of a church. (There are 
287,000 non-Roman clergy, out 
of a national total of 338,000 for 
all faiths. )

The trend in clerical incomes 
runs counter to all other impor- 
tant trends in the nation’s reli- 
gious life, the Yearbook shows. 
In the last 15 years Church mem- 
bership has gone up to $9.5 per 
cent of the whole population— 
from a 1939 level of under 49 
percent. In Protestant, Anglican, 
and Eastern Orthodox churches 
alone, members are giving cash 
support to the extent of $1,401,- 
000,000 a year—at a per-mem- 
ber rate of $42 last year, com- 
pared with $13 in 1939. 

In other areas the story is the 
same. Church building is at an 
all-time annual peak of close 
to $500,000,000,—ten times as 
much as in 1939. Places of wor- 
ship are more numerous than 
ever, the total standing at close 
to 300,000,—up 1.5 per cent 
from last year. Sunday School 
enrollments have climbed to 35,- 
389,466, or 22 percent of the 
entire population,—8.1 per cent 
increase over the previous year. 

But the glaring exception to 
this picture remains—the pro- 
gressively shrinking purchasing 
power of the clergyman him- 
self. Only farmers and restaurant 
waiters are shown to earn sig- 
nificantly less than ministers.

New York Diocese 
Gets Million Dollar Gift 


Myron C. Taylor, whose mis- 
sion during the 1940s as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s envoy to the 
Vatican was criticized by some 
Protestants, in January gave 
$1,000,000 to the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 

The gift to the church’s New 
York diocese by Taylor and his 
wife, Anabel, was announced by 
the Rt. Rev. Horace W. B. Don- 
egan, Bishop of New York. 

It is to be used to build and 
maintain a diocesan center on six 
acres of Taylor’s 20-acre Long 
Island estate, Killingworth. The 
center will include facilities for 
religious conferences and re- 
treats. 

Taylor, an industrialist and 
financier, served for ten years— 
both under the late President 
Roosevelt and former President 
Truman—as the President’s per- 
sonal representative to the 
Roman Catholic Pontiff. 

Taylor himself, an Episcopa- 
lian, never took any part in the 
Roman-Catholic-Protestant con- 
troversy that swirled around his 
assignment. But after his retire- 
ment, he said of Pope Pius XII: 

“An outspoken and courage- 
ous leader of all men believing 
in God and human liberty.”

asking in the amount of $94,280. 
Announcement was made by 
Bishop Block that in 1954, over 
$128,000 was remitted to the 
National Church, including $30,- 
000 toward the Diocesan pledge 
of $90,000 for “Builders for 
Christ”. 

Three significant resolutions 
were passed. The first called 
upon the parishes and missions 
of the Diocese, in their own fel- 
lowships and in their communi- 
ties to take leadership in laboring 
for the removal of all injustices 
and all forms of discrimination 
against minority groups. 

The second registered the mind 
of Convention that capital pun- 
ishment should be abolished. In- 
troduced by the Rev. Tod Ewald, 
Episcopal chaplain at San Quen- 
tin State Prison, the resolution 
stimulated lively discussion. Two 
delaying actions, to lay on the 
table and to refer to a commis- 
sion for a year’s study, were suc- 
cessively defeated before the 
measure was put tO a vote, in 
which it was overwhelmingly 
passed 165 to 66. 

The third resolution dealt with 
measures to enable retired clergy 
of the Diocese to earn sufficient 
income to enable them to qual- 
ify for benefits under the Social 
Security Act recently made avail- 
able to clergy as “self-employed” 
persons. A committee was set 
up to explore ways by which the 
desires of Convention can be 
made effective.

long before, if ever, you would 
ask me to go to church with 
you.”

News from Okinawa 


The Rev. Canon William Heff- 
ner has written an interesting 
statement on the leper congrega- 
tion in Okinawa—at Airaku-en. 
He states: ““The Episcopal Church 
has 227 Church members among 
the lepers. Of these 183 are con- 
firmed, with 30 having been 


confirmed this past year. At the 
Christmas midnight service, 
there were 150 communions and 
over two hundred out for the 
service. Their offering, which, 
along with all the other offer- 
ings in the Mission, was for 
Okinawan theological students, 
amounted to $20.00. Seems hard 
to believe, but it is true. I was 
thrilled when the Rev. Mr. Ki- 
moto brought me the report. 
This is like $2000 in a parish 
at home. Although the colony is 
now in secular hands, there is 
great good will on the part of 
the officials towards our Church. 
This stems from the history and 
from the fact that we have a 
priest assigned to the colony.” 


HEADS NATIONAL MIGRANT COMMITTEE 
—The new chairman of the National Mi- 
grant Committee, Dr. Tollie L. Caution, is 
the first Negro to serve in that position. 

The committee is the national policy- 
making body for the Migrant Ministry, 
through which the churches in America 
and the National Council of Churches 
serve nearly 300,000 migrant farm work- 
ers and their children. The program, ad- 
ministered nationally by the Council’s 
Division of Home Missions, includes doy- 
care centers, schools, literacy classes for 
adults, and Sunday schools. 

Dr. Caution, assistant secretary, Division 
of Domestic Missions of the Episcopal Na- 
tional Council, was born in Baltimore, Md., 
and educated at Lincoln University and 
the University of Pennsylvanio. He has 
served Episcopal churches in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, and New York City.

Although the atom had long been known to science, 
its protective barriers were not broken down until Dr. E. O. Lawrence built his cyclotron. 


A young physicist at the University of California, Dr. Lawrence in 1929 developed the principle of 
magnetic resonance acceleration and planned the apparatus that enabled him to disintegrate the atom 
mechanically.
